They 
often had a rectangular base extending from the back of the 
lamphouse to nearly the front of the lens, the purpose being 
to provide more stability to the projector. The lamp looks 
like it has a flat wick, if that is so, it is not an Argand lamp, 
but unless you are intending to use it, it is a minor point. 
Other than that it looks good!
